Indictments Returned in New York 
Allege Effort to Restrain Trade 
in Salt Water Fish. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—The Fed- 
era] grand jury returned two indict- 
ments today me 40 defend- 
ants with conspiring’to restrain in- 
terstate commerce in salt water fish 
in violation of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act. The action followed an 
investigation directed by the office 
of Attorney-General Cummings. 

The first indictment accuses a 
group of individuals and associa- 
tions of conspiring to levy tributes 
ranging between $5 Oand $1040 a 
year on persons and firms engaged 
i ntrucking fish from outside the 
State into the Fulton Fish Market. 

Exacting of the tribute was en- 
forced, the indictment charged, by 
means of threats and persecution, 
with the result that the ultimate 
consumer was forced to bear the 
increased price. 

Among the organizations named 
in the indictments were the United 
Seafood Workers’ Union, Local No. 
202, of the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters, CHauffeurs, 
Stablemen and Helpers of America, 
Fulton Market Watchmen and Pa- 
trolmen’s Association and the Fish 
Frowarding Co.

— The 
theory that the United States was 
forced off the gold standard by 
the heavy drains on its gold supply 
during the period of intense mone- 
tary and general economic uncer- 
tainty a year ago. is*challenged in 
a report issued today by the For- 


eign Policy Association on® “the 
International aspects of Roosevelt's 
monetary policy 

The report points out that the 
United States was the first nation 
in history to leave the gold stan- 
dard except under heavy pressure. 
‘ On April 19, the report recalls, 
President Roosevelt announced that 
no further licenses for gold exports 
would be granted and William H. 
Woodin, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, admitted for the first time that 
the United States had suspended 
the gold standard. 

Signs of “Considered Policy.” 

“Explanations differ . regarding 
the grounds for this action” the 
report continues, “but subsequent 
events indicate that it. was the re 
sult of a.considered policy rather 
than an emergency measure. While 
it is impossible to estimate acctr- 
ately the amount of gold which 
might have been lost if this coun- 
try had restored gold convertibly at 
the existing parity, the consensus 
of opinion is that it would have 
been relatively small. 

“With the exception of a brief 
period preceding England’s depart- 
ure from the gold standard, the 
gold holdings of the Federal Re- 
serve System on April 19 were the 
highest in its history. ‘Foreign bal- 
ances had been largely withdrawn. 
prior to the bank ‘holiday, and most 
of the $600,000, 000 which remained

Fear of Inflation a Factor. 

“Fear lest the growth of infla- 
tionary sentiment in Congress 
would result in its getting out of 
control) was undoubtedly a more 
important factor, but there is little 
evidence that inflationary legisla- 
tion could have been adopted over 
the President’s veto had he chosen 
to oppose it. 

“Nor. does there seem to be much 
basis for the contention that the 
action would strengthen the ‘bar- 
gaining power’ of the United States 
at the discussions which were to 
open a few days later with Prime 
Minister MacDonald and M. Her- 
riot. Instead of reinforcing the 
American position, there was al- 
ways the danger, as was borne out 
by subsequent events, that the 
abandonment of gold would prove 
an insuperable barrier fo the suc- 
cess of the negotiations.. Not only 
were the technical problems in- 
volved in stabilization greatly ag- 
gravated by wide fluctuations. in 
exchange, but the deliberate depre- 
ciation of the dollar was almost 
certain to provoke nationalist feel- 
ings and make the settlement of the 
outstanding issues vastly more 
difficult. 

Chief Purpose to Raise Prices. 
“It may be safely assumed, there- 
fore, that the chief purpose of the 
gold embargo was to increase do- 
mestic prices with a view to stimu- 
lating «general economic activity. 
The raising of the /price level was 
considered necessary, both as a 
means of increasing the purchas- 
ing power of prodiicers of primary 
commodities and of diminishing the 
‘relative burden of fixed indebted- 
ness. The critical situation with 
regard to farm mortgages was of 
particular concern, since it affect- 
ed not only the farmers but a large 
proportion of the assets of many 
banks and insurance companies. 

“The inadequacy of world gold 
stocks convinced certain observers 


7 ithat a return to the price level of 


1922-1929 was impossible at the ex- 
isting dollar parity, unless it was 
brought about by some unusual and 
spectacular decrease in the demand 
for monetary gold.

Whiteside urged that the “wait- 
ing period” in open price provisions 
of codes—whereby a member of an 
industry sets a price and makes:it 
public to his competitors five or 10 
days before it becomes effective, al- 
lowing powerful firms to put pres- 
sure-on him to raise prices to their 
own level—be suspended — the 
majority of codes. 

He advised, however, that the 
provision be retained in a few codes 
for purposes of further observation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.-—Dis- 
closure that one company made a 
5 per cent profit and another a 36 
per cent profit on airplane engines 
sold to the navy led a House Naval 
Committee today to decide to in- 
spect the mcome tax returns of 
those two firms. 

Rear Admiral Ernest J. King, 
chief of the navy’s bureau of aero- 
nautics, made the disclosure us the 
first witness in the committee’s in- 
vestigation of whether manufac- 
turers have been making excessive 
profits on their navy business. 

Although King said he thought 
the information possibly should be 
kept confidential, he gave it in open 
hearing on the insistence of Chair- 
man Delaney (Dem.), New York, 
subcommittee chairman, and other 
members. 

Audit for 1927-1933 Period. 

A navy audit, Kir testified, 
showed that from 1927 through 1933 
the Wright Aeronautical Co. made 
5 per cent and the Pratt-Whitney 
Co. 36 per cent -n engines fur- 
nished the navy under contracts.

King also toid the committee that 
the average profit on airplanes— 
exclusive of engines, radio and gun- 
nery equipmeat—had been 43 per 
cent, before deducting State and 
Federal income taxes, over the sev- 
en-year period. Plane manufactur- 
ers, he testified, suffered a 34 per 
cent loss on experimental planes 
but made an 8 mer cent profit on 
airplanes furnished on a production 
basis under contracts.

peal prevented further prosecution. 
On Dec. 6, 1933, the North Caro- 
lina Court dismissed indictments 
against Gibson and Chambers 
charging them with conspiracy to 
violate the Federal Prohibition Law 
in Rockingham County, N. C., and 
with specific violations of that law. 
The Government charged that 
both had been convicted previously 
of similar offenses. Chambers had 
entered a plea of guilty, but coun- 
sel for both men contended that as 

the prohibition amendment had 
been repealed the court was with- 
out jurisdiction to proceed with the 


trial. 

All Penalties Wiped Out. - 
The Court took the position it 
had no power, in view of prohibi- 
tion repeal, to hear and determine 
cases involving alleged violations of 
the Volstead act. It ruled the adop- 
tion of the repeal amendment de- 
prived the Volstead act and its 
amendments and supplements of 
further foree and effect, and wiped 
out all penalties and criminal! liabil- 
ities incurred under that law. 
The Government appealed direct- 
ly from the ruling to the Supreme 
Court and urged that tribunal to 
expedite its decision, pointing out 
the pending indictments charging 
violations of the prohibition law 
must be dismissed if the position 
taken by the North Carolina court 
was’ correct. 


Five Liquor Cases in Court Here to 
Be Dismissed. 

As a result of the Supreme Court 
ruling, five liquor cases pending in 
Federal Court here will be dis- 
missed and 20 alleged liquor law 
violators, against whom there have 
been no indictments or informa- 
tions, will not be porsecuted. 

The five pending cases include 
the conspiracy case against Henry 
J. Oldani and about 20 co-defend- 
ants. In these cases the defendants 
filed applications for dismissals af- 
ter repeal and Federal Judge Faris 
withheld his decision, awaiting the 
ruling of the Supreme Court. 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Hapke, who has been in charge of 
prosecution of liquor, cases, ex- 
pressed the tentative opinion that 
while the ruling would not affect 
the continued payment on the in- 
stallment plan of fines assessed be- 
fore repeal. Both he and United 
States Attorney Breuer, however, 
said they would make no definite 
statement without reading the Su- 
preme Court opinion.

Employnient Insurance Bills Intro- 
duced In Congress.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. — Bills 
set up a Federal unemployment in- 
surance system were introduced in 
Senate. and House today by Senator 
Wagner (Dem.), New York, and 
Representative Lewis (Demf), 
Maryland. 

At the same time, Mayor La 
Guardia of New York asked Harry 
L. Hopkins, civil works administra- 
tor, to continue the CWA until a 
national unemployment insurance 
system was established. 

The Wagner-Lewis bills, embody- 
ing the plan backed by Secretary 
ah ips would impose a Federal 

tax equal to 5 per cent of payrolls 
on all employers, except very small 
ones, farmers and a few special 
classes, but would permit exemp- 
tions from the tax for contributions 
to State unemployment ifisurance 
plans approved by the Labor De- 
partment. 

The bill provides that no State 
law is to be approved by the Secre- 
tary of Labor unless it includes reg- 
ular contributions by employers, 
systematic weekly benefits of at 
least $7, or 20 hours’ earnings for 
at least ten weeks or “a period fair 
ly measured by past efmployment” 
and other safeguards for workers.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The Dis- 
trict of Columbia Court of Appeals 
ruled today that Senator Huey 
Long of Louisiana must defend a 
$500,000 civil action for libel filed 
by Samuel T. Ansell, former coun- 
sel for the Senate committee which 
investigated the election of Sénator 
(‘verton of Louisiana. 

Te libel suit is one of two civil 
actions filed against Long by the 
former Judge Advocate-General of 
the army. 

When the suits were filed, Long 
moved to quash service of the civil 
summons on the ground of Sena- 
torial immunity from prosecution 
while in Washington. 

The Court of Appeals ruled, how- 
ever, that the constitr tional protec- 
tion against arrest of members of 
Congress did not cover service of 
process in civil suits so long as the 
service did not involve actual de- 
Yention of the person.

As the United 
States maintained a favorable bal- 
ance of trade during the period, the 
steady decline of the dollar was ap- 
parently due entirely to speculation 
and the flight of American capital, 
both induced by fear of inflation.”

Nickoloff 
readily confirmed the report and 
exhibited a written agreement 
signed by Lehne, under which Nick- 
oloff was to get $100 “for services 
rendered,” the service being to kill 
Puhse. 

Furnished Two Weapons. 
Nickoloff said he had not taken 
the offer seriously, but added that 
Lehne had furnished him with a 
shotgun and a revolver, which he 
turned over to the police. Mean- 
while, Odum and Rowden found 
that Lehne had visited the Puhse 
home daily for the week preceding 
the murder. 

Questioning of Mrs. Puhse and 
Lehne began Saturday afternoon 
after their arrest. Although fre- 
quently confused, they made no 
admissions of guilt. until last night, 
when Mrs. Puhse made her state- 
ment. Later, in the presence of 
State’s Attorney Geers, his assist- 
ant, Austin Lewis, Sheriff Fitzger- 
ald, and others, Lehne broke down 
and made his statement after he 
had been convinced that Mrs. Puhse 
had confessed and had charged him

Eight Arrested After Demon- 
stration’ Against Pastor’s 
Views on Fascism. 


Bight members of the Young 
People’s Socialist League challenged 
the Rev. Dr. Robert Porter’s opin- 
ions on Fascism, Hitlerism and war 
yesterday morning by picketing the 
First Congregational Church, Wy- 
down boulevard and University 
Lane, Clayton, until police inter- 
fered. 

' The silent demonstration began 
on arrival of the Sunday church- 


goers for the 11 o'clock services. 
About 10 minutes before the ser- 
vices ended, Clayton police arrived 
and arrested the young Socialists, 
but released them at the Police Sta- 
tion with the warning “not to do 
it again.” 

Dr. Porter missed the demonstra- 
tion, he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter following services, because 
he was occupied with his ministerial 
duties at the time. He said neither 
he nor members of the church were 
aware of the arrests, and that tha 
police had not been called by the 
church. 

Hanging from the piekets’ showl- 
ders were signs which read: “Rev. 
Porter Speaks for Fascism Which 
Enslaves the Masses”; “Why a Big 
Navy, Rev. Porter? Was Jesus 
Armefi?”; “Blessed Are the Peace 
Makers”; “An Apostle of the Prince 
of Peace Upholds Mass Murder’; 
“Thou Shalt Not Kill’; “Dr. Porter 
Defends Fascism Which Kills Ger- 
man and Italian Workers”; “Youth 
Resist War and Fascism”; “Can a 
Good Christian Defend War 
Lords?” “Workers of the World

RULES BANKRUPICY 
CANCELS STORE LEASE 


U. S. Supreme Court Decides 
Firm Does Not Have to 
Pay Future Rent. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The Su- 
preme Court held today that tenants 
who break leases by going into 
bankruptcy do not have to pay dam- 
ages covering future rents. 

The decision, given in two cases 
appealed from New York, was con- 
sidered of great importance because 
of the number of rental leases can- 
celed by bankruptcy proceedings. 

Landlords contended bankruptcy 
in many instances was resorted to 
solely for the purpose of breaking 

They said this was particu- 
larly true of chain stores. 

Tenants opposed cla.ms for future 
rents broadly on the ground the 
landlords were unable at time of 
bankruptcy to prove they would 
suffer damages by the breaking of 
the leases. The tenants insisted the 
premises surrendered by them 
might be rented by the landlords 
at the same or higher rates than 
carried in the leases canceled by 
bankruptcy.

MORE OUTPUT HELD 
WAY TO PROSPERITY 


Columbia University Commis- 
sion Warns Against Limitation 
of Products Under NRA. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Setting 
forth the view that increasing and 


not decreasing productivity marks 
the way to prosperity, the report of 
the Columbia University Commis- 
sion on economic reconstruction, 
made public today, cautioned the 
NRA against “competitive limita- 
tion of output at the expense of the 
present and still more of the future 
national welfare.” 

Made after a year of intense sur- 
vey and signed by eleven econom- 
ists and sociologists, the report gave 
this admonition: 

“In the administration of the re- 
covery program, special care should 
be taken to ensure that the code- 
making facilities of the National 
Recovery Act shall not be made a 
means for the competitive lmita- 
tion of output by organized indus- 
tries.” 

Prof. Robert M. MaclIver, chair- 
man of the commission appointed 
by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
President of the University, said 
the report is “sympathetic in gen- 
eral with the spirit of the new deal 
and is convinced that it has come 
to stay.” 

Three members of the commission 
withdrew from the work of the re- 
port to join the Roosevex admin- 
istration and did not sign the re- 
port. They are: Prof. James H. 
Rogers, A. A. Berie Jr. and Dr. Leo 
Wolman. 

Approves Currency Policy. 

Urging ‘monetary _ stabilization 
without delay, the report appended 
this note: 

“Since this statement was pre- 
pared the government has taken 
measures toward the stabilization of 
the dollar which are in harmony 
with the proposals in this report.” 

Other recommendations of the 
commission include: 

“We recommend that public 
works programs should, as a per- 
manent policy, be planned and bud- 
geted sufficiently far in advance to 
allow them to be conducted on @ 
flexible schedule, being alternately 
expanded and contracted in accord- 
ance with the needs of the business 
situation and thus serving as a sta- 
bilizing influence. ‘ 

Monopolies and Price-Fixing. 

“To secure the advantages of 
economic equilibrium it is partic- 
ularly necessary to regulate large- 
scale corporations and such organ- 
izations as exert any degree of 
monopolistic control over prices. 
This regulation should be direct- 
ed not only to the price-fixing poll- 
cies of such organizations but also 
to their methods of financing, ac- 
cumulating and investing re- 
serves. . . « , 

“It is no less necessary to regu- 
late all organizations which are 
concerned with the supply of cap- 
ital and credit or with the busi- 
ness of investment. Investment 
houses and commercial banks 
should be entirely separated. The 
banking system should be unified 
and made subject to definite Fed- 
eral supervision. Federa]) incor- 
poration, involving membership in 
the Federal Reserve System, 
should be obligatory on all banks 
of deposit. 

International Scope. 

“Internationally, the primary re- 
quirements are the 
world prices, the 
trade barriers and the reconstruc- 


nationalism should 
certainly not be regarded as im- 
plied in the principle of a planned 
national .economy. We  recom- 
mend, therefore; that, with due 
r gard to the maintenance of the 
standards established under the 
NRA and the AAA, the United 
States ‘should’ pursue agreements 
for reciproca) tariff .reductions. 
| “We recommend that as soon as

feasible, and subject to prices be- 
ing raised sufficiently internally, 
the United States. should go on 
record as ready to co-operate with 
the leading nations fn a plan for 
reconstruction and maintenance of 
an international monetary stand- 
ard. 


“Finally, we recommend that a 
national social-economic council, 
of a purely advisory nature, 
should be set up and equipped 
with adequate facilities for re- 
search . . . with the duty of rec- 
ommending to the President and 
Congress such measures as in its 
judgment would contribute to the 
balanced economic development of 
the country.”

BOGUS LIQUOR LABEL’ 
AND STAMPS SEIZEL 


Supplies in Truck in Rear of 
Bottling Concern at 1213 
North 15th. , 


A huge stock of bogus labels for 
foreign and domestic liquors and a 
supply of counterfeit strip stamps 
of the United States were confis- 
cated by police and Federal agents 
yesterday at the rear of the Inter- 
national Bottle Co., 1213 North Fit- 
teenth street, 

The labels and stamps, with an 
assortment of foil tops, lead seaig, 
and corks, were in a truck of the 
Independent Bottle Co., 1735 Biddle 
street, which is owned by David 
Matusofsky and his son, Gordon, of 
720 Westgate avenue, University 
City. Leuis Matusofsky, a brother 
of David, owns the Internationa) 
Bottle Co., with his son, Samuel. 


The stamps were imitations, not 
of the fgmiliar interna] revenue 
stamps, but of export stamps, and 
were such crude imitations that 
Assistant United States District At- 
torney Hapke doubted they consti- 
tuted a violation of Federal stat- 
utes which cover counterfeit 
sthmps only when they are “in sim- 
llitude” of the genuine. No expert, 
Hapke said, could testify that the 
stamps seized looked anything like 
the genuine. 

The labels, however, were excel- 
lent imitations of original brands. 
There were 75 cardboard cartons of 
these. In addition there were sets 
of labels, seals and stamps put up 
in case lots, to be affixed to 12 
quart bottles, or 24 pints. 

Police received anonymoys infor- 
mation, about 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning, that the truck laden ~ ith 
counterfeit stamps and bogus labels 
was in the alley béhind the Inter- 
national Bottle Co. 

They found it in charge of Gor- 
don Matusofsky, and a Negro em- 
ploye, David Snowden, and arrested 
them for Federal authorities. 
Matusofsky, police said, told them 
the stamps and labele had been left 
over from prohibition days, and was 
being transported to the river to 
be‘ dumped. 

Ralph ‘©. Herrick, agent in 
charge of the alcoholic beverage 
unit of the Department of Justica 
here, was calied in and thought a 
better disposition of the supplies 
would be to burn them. war 
done, although some were pre- 
served for possible use as evidence.

T. F. Conway of New York 
Announces Candidacy for 
Seat Held by Copeland.

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Thomas 
F. Conway, prominent attorney and 
former Democratic Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, announced his candidacy yes- 
terday for United States Senator 


Conway, whose home is in Patts- 
burg and who has law offices in 
New York, made his announcement 
in resigning as director of the Na- 
tional Emergency Council for the 
State. 

An opponent of Tammany Hall 
and an upstate Democratic teader 
for many years, Conway will seek 
the seat now held by Royal S. Cope- 
land and whose term expires next 
year. 

In his letter of resignation to 
Frank C. Walker, executive direc- 
tor of the National Emergency 
Council and close aid of President 
Roosevelt, Conway said: 

“IT may add that in personal con- 
sultation with the President, and 
for reasons stated herein, he ap- 
proved my contemplated action.” 


Roosevelt Displeased With Cope- 
land on Food and Drug Bill. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—One ex- 
planation of the Roosevelt Admin- 
istration’s apparent decision to sup- 
port Thomas F. Conway against 
Senator Royal S. Copeland for the 
Democratic Senatorial nomination 
in New York this year, may . be 
found in Copeland’s attitude on the 
proposed new food, drug and cos- 
metic legislation sponsored by the 
administration. The Senator’s re- 
cent activities have been considered 
inimical by advocates of the legis- 
lation. 

Originally, at the President’s re- 
quest, the bill was drafted by As- 
Sistant Secfetary of Agriculture 
Rexford G. Tugwell, and introduced 
by Copeland. Subsequently, ‘how- 


ever, Copeland introduced a substi- , 


tute measure of his own, contain 
ing much less stringent provisions 
than the Tugwell bill, but still ac- 
ceptable to the experts in the Food 
and Drug Administration. 

Since then, however, he has pro- 
posed a series of additional 
changes which are supported by 
Washington lobbyists for certain 
food, drug and cosmetic manufac- 
turers, and some of them are said 
at the Department of Agriculture to 
strike at the very vitals of the 
measure. 

There is no doubt that the Sen- 
ator’s activities have been brought 
to the President’s attention. It is 
known, too, that Mrs. Roosevelt is 


deeply interested in the proposed. 


reforms. 

_Another cause of presidential re- 
sentment undoubtedly has been 
Copeland’s opposition to the St. 
Lawrence waterway project. He 
has fought it on the ground that 
it would divert sea traffic from the 
port of New York City. 

Stephen “T. Early, a secretary to 
the President, said today Mr. 
Roosevelt was not taking part in 
the New York Senate contest. “Mr. 
Conway did see the President,” said 
Early, “but he simply came in to 
tell Mr. Roosevelt he had decided 
to make the Senate campaign and 
therefore wished to resign as State 
director of the National Emergen- 
cy Council. The President ap- 
proved his resignation as in line 
with his speech to the State direc- 
tors the other day demanding elim- 
ination of politics from the Nation- 
al Recovery campaign. The Presi- 
dent did not understand he was 
approving Mr. Conway's Senate 
campaign. He is taking no part in 
this or other State contests.”

It protects all citizens of the 
island against illegal arrest or de- 
tention, abolishes the “law of 
flight” which permitted guards to 
fire on fleeing prisoners, establishes 
definitely. the oft-ignored right of 
habeas corpus, guarantees the in- 
violability of correspondence and 
other private communication and 
of the home, pledges freedum of 
thought, speech and press ard es- 
tablishes the principle ‘of religious 
freedom, with chifrch separated 
from state. 

Free Suffrage for All. 


Free suffrage is promised every 
man and woman, of legal age and 
otherwise capacitated to exercise 
the vote. 

Tenure of office of the Mendieta 
pfovisional Government is made 
dependent on the decision of the 
Constitutional Assembly, and it is 
specifically set forth that elections 
to choose Mendieta’s successor will 
be held before Dec. 31, this year. 
The Constitutior’s ninety-ninth 
article pledges the carrying out of

SAYS NORMAN THOMAS 


Socialism or Fascism Will Fol- 


low He Thinks as Final Re- 
sult of ‘‘Roosevelt Revolu- 
“ion.”’

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Feb. 5.— 


Norman Thomas, Socialist candi- 
date for the Presidency in 1932, 
predicted last night that while Pres- 
ident Roosevelt was a “shrewd and 
resourceful man, he will never abol- 
ish the CWA by May lI, or for a long 


time after that.” 

Thomas spoke at the Jewish Com- 
munity Center on “The Political Sit- 
uation in America,’ and at the close 
of his address predicted that within 
a short space of years this country 
would turn to either an American 
version of Fascism or to Socialism. 

“The United States,” he said, “has 
passed through a qualified revolu- 
tion—a ‘Roosevelt revolution’—in 
which we have emerged from capi- 
talism into what £ term state capi- 
talism. The Government stabilized 
the banks, then gave them back to 
the bankers to see if they could do 
it over again—but this time certain 

are watching over them. I 
contend that banks should have 
been socialized on March 4 last 
when President Roosevelt closed all 
of them.” 

Speaking on the Government’s ac- 
tivities in agriculture, industry and 
relief, he said: 

“One of the most startling things 
in history, in my opinion, is the sub- 
sidizing of scarcity. For thousands 
of years, the world worked |. for 
abundancy. Thén, when bread lines 
were standing knee deep in wheat, 
the only thing we could do was to 
destroy the wheat. It is my belief 
and conviction that the AAA is 
nothing but a makeshift piece of 
legislation that will eventually pro 
duce more evilg than it will cure.” 

His prediction that the CWA 
would not be halted by May 1 came

Despite Negative Analysis, Authori- 
ties Maintain Maid Killed 
Munitions Plant Head.

HELSINGFORS, Finland, Feb. 5. 
—Despite negative results of a 
chemical analysis following disin- 
terment of the body of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Walter Asplund, head of a 
Government munitions factory, au- 
thorities maintained today he was 
poisoned in connection with a spy 
pilot. 

Completing his analysis, Dr. 
Haemaelaeinen said, “I am unable 
to determine finally what poison 
killed Col. Asplund.” This still left 
an open question as to whether As- 
plund was poisoned at all, but au- 
thorities said they possessed ample 
other evidence 10 prove Jenny Ant- 
tila, 20-year-old serving maid, poi- 
soned the officer. 

The girl has confessed police said, 
that she administered poison to 
Asplund, recovering from an attack 
of pneumonia, on instructions of a 
“well known Soviet agent.” 

The dose was not.intended to kill 
Asplund, officers adserted, but only 
to disable him for several days to 
permit the girl to abstract muni- 
tions plans from a safe in his home.

RULES CONGRESS CAN'T CUT 


Supreme Court Holds They Remain 
Under Protection of Constitu- 
tional Guarantee. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The Su- 


preme Court decided today that the 
salary of retired Federal Judges 
can not be cut by Congress. The 
ruling was given in cases brought 
by Circuit Judge Wilbur F. Booth 
of Minneapolis and District Judge 
Charlies F. Amidon of North Da- 
kota. Their salaries had been cut 
by the Economy Act passed by 
Congress at the special session. 

The Court held that because re- 
tired Federal Judges were liable for 
service they remained under the 
protection of the constitutional 
guarantee that their salaries should 
not be decreased. 

Judge Booth sued for $697, which 
had been deducted from his pay 
fromJune 15, 1983, to Oct. 31, 1933, 
and Judge Amidon for $558 for pay 
lost between the same dates. The 
Court of Claims asked the Supreme 
Court ‘to give it instructions. 

The salary of Justice Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, resigned, was reduced 
one-half to $10,000 a year under an 
appropriation act of 1932, but was 
restored to $20,000 by Congress in 
1933.

NLIKE the eighteenth amendment, the 

child labor proposal cqntains no prohi- 

bition or regulation of the employment 
of children. It merely gives Congress au- 
thority to legislate in this field. Any law 
passed can be changed by a simple majority 
at any session of Congress. 

Opponents of the amendment compare it 
to the eighteenth, but it is entirely different 
in form. If the eighteenth amendment had 
been worded as an enabling act, like the 
child labor amendment, its repeal would not 
have been necessary when the opinion of 
the country changed. Congress could have 
repealed any regulation or prohibition by a 
mere majority vote. 

The statement is frequently made that the 
amendment gives Congress the power to 
control the lives of some 45,000,000 children, 
which assumes that all children—infants 
and pre-school—are child laborers. As a 


‘matter of fact, child labor laws operate on 


factories, mines, etc., and not on homes and 
families. Penalties for violation of such laws 
fall on the employer of children. Only 
places where children are, to use the census 
language, “gainfully employed”—in other 
words, where they are hired to work—come 
within the scope of the child labor law. 
x — 


To some people, the enactment not merely 
of a Federal law but even of further state 
legislation seems unnecessary, now that so 
much progress has been made under the 
codes. The general abolition of child labor, 
brought about by voluntary agreement of 
the employers, has met 
throughout the country and has been hailed 
as one of the outstanding accomplishments 
of the recovery program. 

However, we should not lose sight of the 
prohibiting, employment 
of children may not remain in effect -for- 
ever. If the NRA should terminate at the 
end of its legal life of two years, or sooner 
by proclamation of the President, the great 
social gains already made may be gradually 
undermined, at least in some industries. 

Another period of business ‘stagnation 
would lead us to expect a return of unfair 
competitive practices, exploitation of chil- 
dren and the mushroom growth of sweat- 
shops which we Witnessed during the past 
year, a situation which seemed to reach a 
climax in the children’s strikes in Pennsyl- 
vania, and the use of children at low wages 
while laying off older wage earners. These 
practices shocked the nation out of the 
apathy into which it had drifted during the 
preceding years,

Price Fixing. 


HE masters of the Blue Hagle 
T are going in for some vigorous 

“soul searching.” It is being 
done very quietly, with careful 
shunning of the front pages. But 
the proceedings are none the- less 
thorough and determined. 

One of the most serious problems 
being overhauled fs that of price 
fixing. A large number of codes 
have “open price” agreements, hy 
which the manufacturer is required 
te post his prices 10 days before 
they become effective. 

Smaller producers complain bitter- 
ly that this is nothing less than a 
system to make them raise prices. 
They say their big competitors post 
a price and then coerce them into 
adopting it. One large cast iron 
manufacturer frankly admitted 
that he had fixed a price of $40 for 
a product that could be sold prof- 
itably at. $30, and had exerted 
strong pressure on competitors to 
keep them from selling at $35. 

Gen. Hugh Johnson has begun 
reopening all these price-fixing 
agreements. His intention is to 
eliminate the “open price” provi- 
sions. If there is no 10-day waiting 
period, he thinks prices will be 
quoted every time a sale is made, 
thereby resulting in free and open 
competition.

Archbishop Glennon, preaching 
in St. Louis Cathedral yesterday, 
said a conspiracy seemed to exist 
to prevent the giving of religious 
instruction to the young.

The emergency 
must not be made the means of re- 
quiring people to give up their in- 
dividuality, or their souls, or their 
children.”

the business girl. Not only are 
they essential in getting a job but 
in keeping it. And keeping a job 
is about as difficult as getting one 
these days when, instead of having 
several] companies bidding for your 
services, four or five other girls 
are hovering about bidding for your 
job the minute you show signs of 
inefficiency. i 

If you don’t believe these things, 
hearken to the words of one who 
during the past 10 years has in- 
terviewed thousands of men and 
women seeking jobs and has cata- 
logued them as good, bad or indif- 
ferent. She is Miss Elizabeth Cart- 
er, St. Louis employment supervis- 
or of the Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Company. 

More than half-of the women 
whom Miss Carter has interviewed 
are not fitted for the particular 
job they seek. Some need more 
education. Some have handicapped 
themselves because of the careless- 
ness of their appearance. Others 
take to their work a fault-finding, 
a self-depreciatory, or an indiffer- 
ent attitude which immediately 
courts disfavor with employer and 
fellow workers. 


Since this is a period when those 
who have jobs must work harder 
to keep them and those who want 
jobs must work harder to get them, 
Miss Carter was asked to give some 
suggestions which would help both 
the job holders and the job seek- 
ers. She does not claim to be a dic- 
tator, but her opinions are regard- 
ed as valuable because of her long 
association with employment work. 
Summed up briefly, Miss Carter 
makes the following recommenda- 
tions to the girl who would get 
ahead in the business world: 
Watch your personal appearance. 
Be modest in your selection of 
clothes. 


Safeguard your health. 

Develop a sense of humor. 

Adopt an alert attitude. 

Take advantage of all opportuni- 
ties for improvement.~ 

Be a personality. 

“First impressions are lasting,” 
explained Miss Carter, “and for this 
reason it is essential that a girl be 
at her best during the first inter- 
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ELIZABETH CARTER 


view. By first impression I not 
only mean the impression she 
makes when she walks in the door, 
but how she conducts herself while 
there, and how she makes her exit. 
Occasionally I must revise my first 
opinion, but not often. The first 
few minutes of conversation tell 
many things about the girl as does 
her appearance. 


“Cleanliness and neatness are the 
two essentials I note before all 
others. I believe that a girl who 
is sufficiently proud of her appear- 
ance to be clean and neat will be 
a good worker. Neatness to me is 
an indication of a good mind. If 
her hair is stringing down around 
her face, if her neck is dirty and 
if her make-up is exaggerated I can 
picture the reaction of her employ- 
er when she answers his summons 
to take dictation, for example.” 

There has been much discus- 
sion of the makeup question, but 


according to Miss WUarter ua cer- 
tain amount of ‘makeup often 
is necessary. Better for a girl to 
use a little rouge and lipstick than 
to look pale and exhausted. She 
does not approve of brightly tinted 
finger nails and regards them as 
“highly inappropriate in the busi- 
ness office.” 


“Men do not like ¢ery red finger 
nails and after all most girls do 
have men bosses,” she explained. 
“Hands are important in stenog- 
raphy and typing so special care 
should be taken of them but nut 
to the point of piling on the bright 
red polish.” 


When it comes to the selection of 
clothes Miss Carter suggests that 
a $3.98 black dress that is designed 
along dignified lines is a much bet- 
ter buy than a $3.98 green dress 
with fussy details. She notes that 
there is more moderation in dress

This tendency to be dn the de- 
fensive often is more noticeable 
among older women. Miss Carter 
says that she has observed a de- 
preciatory attitude especially among 
older women seeking jobs. They 
carry the thought with them that 
they are not going to be accepted, 
tell their family troubles, and 
create a bad impression by their 
mental attitude.

[) many of these older women 

who have held one job for a 
long period, suddenly found them- 
selves seeking employment. Natur- 
ally it has been difficult for them 
to adapt themselves to new sur- 
roundings, but they should re- 
member that merely because they 
have written a letter in a certain 
way for one man for the last 10 or 
15 years, they should not feel some 
other man’s method of letter writ- 
ing isn’t as good.” 

While the young girl is more 
adaptable, more is expected of her, 
according to Miss Carter. 

“IT am always surprised when a 
girl has not taken advantage of 
typing and shorthand courses in 
high school,” she said. “Quite often 
this is not the girl’s fault, but it 
handicaps her. Sometimes it is the 
fault of the parents and some 
times the fault of her high school 
adviser. : 

“And after the gir) has gotten 
started in business she sheuld con- 
stantly strive to improve herself.

The Chief Causes 
And Treatment 
Of Ear Troubles 


By Dr. lago Galdston 


HEN pain in the ear develops 
suddenly, it may be due to 
one of three important causes. 
These are furunculosis, that is, 
the formation of pimple-like struc- 


Anthony’s fire; or to a sudden in- 
flammatory involvement of the mid- 
dle year, that portion of the ear be- 
hind the drum. 

The most important of these 
causes, of course, are erysipelas and 
the acute middle ear infection. Only, 
in middle ear infection is hearing 
diminished. This is an important 
but not always strictly dependable 
differentiating test. 

Furunculosis can be excruciating- 
ly painful. At times, the applica- 
tion of warm and mildly antiseptic 
solutions to the external canal of 
the ear is indicated. At other times 
it is best to open, the small abscess 
formation, so as to relieve the pres- 
sure of the pus and the pain. 

The treatment of middle ear in- 
fection is very complicated. Here 
again, at times the physician may 
find it necessary and desirable to 
wait, treating the ear with solutions 
of hot boric acid. Or he may find it 
advisable to open the ear drum, so 
as to relieve the pressure of accu- 
mulated pus. 

In dealing with a sudden earaché’ 
have the condition diagnosed. The 
ear structure is too close to the 
brain and to principal circulatory 
channels to offer us a wide margin 
of delay and hesitation. 

Should the ear begin to discharge, 
one should always be on the lookout 
for danger signs, for a d 
ear is subject to significant compli- 
cations affecting the mastoid, the 
brain, the meninges, or brain cover- 
ings and the venous circulatory 
paths in the head and neck. 

The danger signs to be watched 
are sudden increase in discharge, 
sudden rise in temperature, tender- 
ness or pain in the bony structure 
immediately behind and below the 
ear, giddiness and a constant head- 
ache on one side.

WONDER how many of you 
| know anything of that wonder- 
ful cooking school in Paris called 
the Coréon Bleu? It is there that 


‘many of the finest chefs as well as 


most of thé good private cooks em- 
ployed in French families have had 
their training. It functions both 
in winter and in summer; its win- 
ter quarters being at 129 Faubourg 
St. Honore and its summer quar 
ters being at 71 Rue de la Pompe. 
I attended the summer course in 
which there were two classes daily, 
one in the morning from 9:30 to 12 
and one in the afternoon from 2:30 
to 5. 

To enter the school one applies 
to the directress, Mile. Marthe Des- 
tel, indicating 1e coursé one wishes 
to take. Following this one is duly 
inscribed on the roster and given a 
carnet, or book of. tickets, which 
must be presented at each lesson. 
As nearly as I can recall it, the 
cost of a 10-lesson carnet was 
to 200 francs (the franc oa 
worth about 5% cents in our money 
at that time. 

The next step (it was a momen- 
tous one for me) comes when one 
finds oneself in the large salle in 
which there are rows of benches 
seating the many pupils who, with 
notebook in hand, hold themselves 
in readiness to get up and demon- 
strate their ability before the en< 
tire class. ~ P

After the dishes were completed 
they were passed around for inspec- 
tion and many found their way into 
French homes, as the French people 
often order from the Cordon Bleu 
special dishes that they may want 
for a specific occasion. Another 
way of disposing of our finished 
products was to allow any of the 
pupils to buy the dish made by him- 
self or any of the others. Still a 
third method was to raffle off the 
dish. One paid one or two francs 
for one’s chance, depending upon 
the expense of the ingredients, the 
prize going to the holder of the 
lucky number.

Here again Sim players would 
make an “abnormal” two-no-trump 
bid, despite their singleton ace in 
the North position. The hand has 
five definite losers. If your partner 
has a queen and a jack or their 
equivalent, you wish to play at 
three no-trumps. If he has not 
even these feeble values, the hand 
is a bad game speculation. If he 
can bid any suit except diamonds, 
you will slam in his suit. The ac- 
tual bidding would go: Two no- 
trumps, three diamonds (only be- 
cause it is a six-card suit), three 
hearts, three no-trumps, pass. 
When North does not rebid to slam 
or prepare a slam development by 
bidding four diamonds to coax some 
constructive response, South knows 
that his diamond suit has not hit 
the spot at all and that North is 
signing off at the game level. He 
has made one further move—a plea 
for a raise in hearts in case South 
has four of them. Failing that, 
South has no justification for re- 
bidding diamonds and _ thereby 
driving the bidding beyond three 
no trumps. Game in no trumps is 
made only because one suit is evenly 
split—clubs. Rather a lucky hand 
in three no trumps. Had South had 
one less diamond, he would have 
had to pass. There would then be 
a far greater risk of the opposition 
running four diamond tricks after 
knocking out the ace. Give South 
J 10 x x x in diamonds and he will 
respond to two no trumps, and the 
risk in the diamond suit will no 
longer exist. Change North’s queen 
of hearts to a smaller card, and 
one club would be a good opening 
bid to coax a one-over-one re- 
sponse. The hand will then need 
a purely natural response for game 
purposes.

Lovely in her life, she died too 

early—a victim of the Great White 
Plague—leaving only a handful of 
stories. Yet they are miniature 
masterpieces and will carry her 
name far down the years: If they 
fail, her letters, which are a legacy 
of loveliness, will do it. 
' It makes one think of Jane Aus- 
ten, who has been called a minia- 
ture Shakespeare,” in praise of her 
genius for doing in a little way 
what the master poet. did in a big 
way.
